A  great  deal  has  been  said  iu  our  lo- 
cal papers  lately  abcjut  tho  wonderful 
fliul  uuntitural  appetite  of  the  boy  Wil- 
liam  Heury  Forbes,   now  ciuitined   iu 
the  jail  iu  this  city,  and   to-day  your 
reporter  availed  himself  of  the  oppor- 
tunity presented  to  witne-s   an  exhibi- 
tion of  the  boy's  capacity.      Tho  fet*>, 
diHgiiHting  enough  I   assure  you,    was 
uothing  less  than  the  eating  of  a  chick- 
en raw.     Quito  a  crowd   assembled    iu 
the  jail  barn  to  see  the  sight  which  was 
literally  performed.   A  live  chicken  and 
knife  were  placed  in   the   boy's  bauds 
when    tho     revolting    ojieration    com- 
menced. 'l1ie  chicken  n-as  laid    on 
the    floor     and     held    down     between 
the         boy's         knees,        while        lie 
sawed  the  head    off    with    the    knife. 
Tho  boy    then   placed  tho   bleeding 
neck    iu  his    mouth   autl   deliberately 
sucked  tho  warm  blood  fioiu  the  body. 
Ho  then  began  tearing  the  skin  from 
tho  body,  which  proAcd  ipiite  a  difficult 
task,  at  the  same  time,  as  a  sort  of  pas- 
time, chewing  pieces  of  the  skin,  which 
hiul  been  partly  denuded  of  the  feathers. 
Then  beginning  witii  ona  leg,  the  ilis 
gusting  lunch  was  begun      I  say  lunch, 
lor  it  was  3  o'clock  in  thi;   afternoon, 
and   the  boy  had    alieady   eaten    three 
mens'  rations   for  hia    dinner.      After 
finishing  both   legs,    ho   stopped   long 
enough   to  remove  tho  entrails,    when 
he  proceeded    to  tinisli    tho    chicken. 
The  fact  of   his  eating   the  chicken   in 
this  way,  was  no  lets  surprising  than 
his  manner    during    the  performance. 
Ho  stood  in   the   middle  of   the   fl«>or, 
apparently  regardlei-s  of  the  lookers  ou, 
or  of  their  jokes,  his    whole   attention 
seemingly  engaged   iu  what  he  was  do 
ing,  ami  his  inhuman  meal  was  also  eat 
en  with  evident  relish.    Une  could  think 
of  nothing  to  liken  him  to  more  fitting 
than  a  dog  gnawing  his  bone,  the  glare 
of  the  eye  as  he  occi.sionally  glanced  at 
one  most  forcibly  suggesting    the  sim- 
ilarity.    The    capacity     of    this  boy's 
stomach  is  prodigious.     He  is  re}^Uarly 
fed,  an .  allowance    euHicieiit    for   three 
men  at  each  meal.      He    dispatched   at 
oue  meal  one  day  27  gooil    sissed  pota- 
toes, besides  meat  and    bread    in  pro- 
portion.    For  dinner  yest<jrday  ho   ate 
three  quarts  of  soup,  and  followed  that 
up  with  one  pound   of   raw  steak    and 
one  and  a  half  pouu.ls  t»f  raw   mutton. 
He  will  take  a  piece  of  bread  live  or  six 
inches  long,  with  a  thick  crust  ou,   and 
begin  at  oue  end  to  eat  it,    and    never 
take  it  away  from  his  mouth  till  he  has 
swallowed  it  all.     Of  eggs  ht    w  ill   eat 
any   quantity,    prefi'rnug     tiieiii    raw, 
shells  and  all.     He  \  ill    takevthetij    iu 
his  mouth  and  chew  them  up   ami   sjiit 
the  shells  out  after  s  wallowing  the  con- 
tents. 

While  eating  the  cl'icken,  in  reply  to 
some  question  he  siid  he  once  swal- 
lowed a  young  duck  ali^e,  and  no  one 
doubted*  the .  statement  after  seeing 
him.  In  convei-satiou  flic  boy  apjiearcd 
ijuite  intelligent.  He  is  nearly  15 
years  old,  but  is  not  Jarger  than  a  boy 
at  12,  and  has  a  hingry,  wo.lish  ex- 
pression, which  creaie's  the  impressiou 
that  he  has  been  starved  at  some  period 
of  his  life.  He  wiis  taken  from  the 
poor  house  about  S!\  years  ago  by  Ir;i 
Gavitt,  a  farmer  ii  the  township  of 
Summit,  and  at  that  time  eat  no  more 
than  ordinary  boys  of  his  age.  He  w  as 
brought  into  notici  \>y  the  arrest  of 
Gavitt,  ou  complaiil  yf  his  neigiibor 
for  abusing  this  boy.  (lavitt  claims 
that  he  was  obliged  to  shut  tiie  boy  up 
or  keep  him  chained,  as  he  woulil  eat 
all  the  eggs  and  chickens  unless  re- 
strained. The  boy  will  say  notliing 
against  Gavitt  or  hi*  family.  He  will 
not  admit  that  thoy  ever  al>usod 
him,  but  on  the  contrary  ap- 
pears to  think  a  good  deiil 
of  them.  Whether  this  is  true  or  the 
mere  effect  of  their  training  willdoubt- 
less  be  kuowu  when  ttavitt  ctiuies  to 
trial  next  week.  Au  external  examina- 
tion of  the  boy  shows  that  his  stomach 
is  inordinately  developed,  which  must 
be  the  case  ifit  holds  all  he  eats.  Tho 
boy  says  he  is  hungry  all  tht  time.  Af- 
ter liuishing  his  owu  meal  at  the  jail  he 
eats  all  tho  other  priioiiers  leave,  even 
to  the  last  crumb.  The  case  is  one  we'l 
worthy  the  attcutien  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession. Tho  boy  was  placed  in  jail  on 
a  charge  of  stealing,  but  re;illy  to  get 
him  out  of  Gavitt's  hands.  He  ought  to 
I  e  sent  to  the  house  of  correction  or  the 
reform  school,  where  he  can  receive 
good  medical  treatment,  as  there  can  be 
no  doubt  that  this  terrible  a]>j)etite 
is  a  disease.  He  was  asked  if  he 
could  eat  a  baby,  and  he  replied 
that  he  couhl  if  he  should  try,  and 
that  he  came  very  nr;ir  it  once.  It  is 
said  that  he  attacked  a  boy  on  oue  oc- 
casion telling  him  he  must  kill  him  to 
get  his  blood,  for  he  must  have  blot)d. 
Every  feature  of  the  lad  bespeaks  liMish 
treatment,  and  it  he  has  not  beeu  tlie 
recipient  of  it,  it  is  indeed  haril  to  ac- 
count for  his  appearance  aud  habit. 
His  hair  is  very  whii;e,  his  eyes  blue, 
his  lower  jaw  very  square  and  strong, 
nose  flat  with  a  sinister  expression  to 
his  countenance,  but  «>ver  all  is  the  ter- 
rible hungry  look  which  strikes  one 
with  pity.  Hecert;iinly  ouglit  not  to 
be  permitted  to  eat  raw  meat  or  in- 
dulge his  depraved  appiitite,  since  if  he 
be  the  subject  of  iliseiisc,  a  remedy 
wtmld  be  more  diffu  tilt  to  iq'plv.  We 
hope  our  officers  will  no  longer  ind.ilge 
a  morbid  curiosity  by  allowing  such 
Iieastly  propensities  to  be  e.verciscd. 


Howr  a  Junior  Editor  Follo^ved  Out 
IIIm  Inntruetiontt  to  the  Iictter — A  Mtlr> 
rliiH  Obituary, 

As  good  a  newspaper  story  as  has 
lately  lieeu  told  is  one  regarding  the 
Colorado  Herald.  The  editor  of  the 
Herald  had  oecasioH  to  leave  town  for 
a  few  days,  and  intrustc>d  his  valuable 
organ  to  the  care  of  an  ambitious 
youth,  who  was  a  novice  in  journalism. 
His  instructions  on  Icaviug  were  mod- 
eled after  those  of  the  elder  Bennett  iu 
similar  emergencies.  "  Always  k«op 
before  your  miud  tho  fact  that  the  ob- 
ject of  this  pajier  is  to  extend  its  circu- 
lation," he  said,  "  and  wheneyer  you 
see  a  chance  to  insert  a  puff  of  the 
Herald,  in  any  notice  you  may  make, 
pile  it  on  as  tiiick  as  you  cau.

Funeral  at  4i,  from  the 
house  just  across  the  street  from  the 
Herald  office.  Gone  to  bo  an  angel 
now,  (.\dvertisemeuts  inserted  for  ten 
cents  a  siuare. ) 

This  stoiy  has  this  unhappy  ending. 

Well,  the  editor  arrived  home  that 
day  at  noon.  Slowly  and  sadly  he  was 
observed  to  arm  himself  with  a  dtmble- 
barreled  fowling  piece,  into  which  he 
inserted  about  two  pounds  and  a  half 
of  l>ulletM.  He  marched  over  to  the 
office,  followed  by  an  immense  crowd. 
Tho  assistant  editor  was  busy  in  print- 
ing a  big  placard  to  be  tacked  on  the 
hearse.  It  bore  the  legend,  "Buy your 
coffins  of  Simms,  over  the  Herald 
office."  The  assistant  editor  cast  his 
eye  around  and  perceived  his  chief. 
Care  at  upon  tliat  wan  cheek,  and 
thunder  clotlied  his  brow.  He  leveled 
his  gun.  The  assistant  did  uot  wait.

A  frightful  accident  occurred  Satur- 
day  night  ou  the   Eastern  Railroad,  at 
Revere,  soven  miles  from  Boston.     An 
acoommodati  m   train     started  behind 
time,  and  while  stopping  at  the  station, 
the  Portland    lightning  express  over- 
took it  and  telescoped  it,  killlug  twenty- 
one  outright^three  of  them  women— 
and  wounding  some  forty  or  fifty  others. 
A  car  took  fire  and  two  or  three  were 
consumed.     Most  of  the  wounded  were 
scalded,  and  their  limbs  fractured.     A 
largo  number  of  physicians  and  sur- 
geons are  in   attendance.     The  killed 
and  wounded  belonged  mostly  to  Lynn 
aud  Salem. 


Roinarkuble  Plienumcna. 

Tho  following,  iiublished  in  the  Al- 
bany Argus,  ia  vouched  for  by  the  par- 
ties who  were  present  at  the  time  : 

"  On  the  28th  of  July  about  84  o'clock 
in  the  evening,  the  family  of  John 
Sanderson  of  Schodack  Landing  were 
thrown  into  a  terrible  state  of  excite- 
ment by  a  thunderbolt  or  shock  of  elec- 
tricity which  passed  down  the  stove- 
pfpe,  bursting  out  at  each  side,  severing 
the  iron,  exploding  within  two  feet  of 
Mr.  Sanderson,  thence  passing  between 
himself  and  wife,  who  was  sitting  nurs- 
ing her  youngest  child,  throwing  her 
forward  some  distance,  she  still  epibrac- 
ing  the  infant. 

The  electricity  struck  on  each  side 
of  a  closed  door,  passed  over  the  fami- 
ly, consisting  of  eight  children,  in  that 
room,  splitting  a  three  by  four  inch 
joist,  ploughing  up  the  ground  four 
feet  at  the  extremity,  leaving  a  liole  in 
the  ground.  The  light  was  extinguish- 
ed, total  darkness  succeeding  the  bril- 
liant and  many  colored  flashes,  leaving 
a  strong  sulphurous  smell  and  smoke 
behind.  The  screams  of  the  family 
were  aiipalling.  Upon  a  light  being 
procured,  Mr.  Sanderson  naturally  ex- 
pected to  see  some  of  his  family  in  the 
arms  of  death.  The  three  eldest 
daughters,  who  were  in  the  room  above, 
immediately  rushed  down,  when  it  was 
perceived  that  one  of  them  shook  as  , 
though  under  tin?  effects  of  of  a  strong 
gidvauic  shock,  trembling  from  head  to 
foot.  Uiion  Mrs.  Sanderson  taking 
hold  of  her,  the  electricity  seemed  to 
pass  to  the  mother,  leaving  her  paraly- 
zed dowu  the  left  side,  from  the  effects 
of  which  she  has  not  yet  entirely  re- 
covered. " 


Hinduos  in  Lomhiri    The  F  i>t  Bfalimfii 
Wtuiiaii  Visitor. 

A  Londou  letter  tithe  Boston  Adver 
ti-er  says : 

"  The  spectacle  is  common  enough  of 
natives  in  India,  dn  ased  in  tlieir  pic- 
turesque costume,  hurrying  to  and  fro 
in  the  neighborhood  of  tho  t'>inpU'.- 
The  Parasees,  in  particular,  alVect  the 
law,  and  considerable  numbeis  of  tjieui 
are  prepa^ug  for  tho  career  of  solicitor 
or  barri.ster.  Two  Hindoos  have  just 
been  culled  to  Mie  bar,  and  will  shortly 
lie  returning  to  India  ;  and  a  JJiiihmin 
has  arrived  to  pursue  his  medical  stud 
ies.  A  Bonsation  has  been  caused 
among  the  little  circle  of  amiable  men 
aud  women  who  have  beeu  itoisundod 
by  Miss  Carpenter  to  constitute  them- 
selves  a  "National  [udian  Association 
iu  aid  of  social  progress  in  India,"  by 
the  arrival  of  a  Hiuiloo  Brahmin  huly 
with  her  husband,-  tho  first,  it  is  said, 
who  has  crossed  the  ocean  and  trodden 
oil  British  grouud.  It  is  a  drawback 
with  some  of  us  \vjIki  have  seen  this  in- 
toreating  stranger  that  she  cannot  speak 
a  word  of  English  ;  and  as  Hindostauee 
is  a  little  out  of  the  way  of  an  onlinary 
English  education,  there  is  uot  much  to 
be  gained  ou  either  side.  But  we  can 
stare — aud,  I  fear,  tlo  this  freely.  The 
face  resembles  that  of  the  average  Jap- 
anese, It  docs  uot  imggest  much  intel- 
lectual life.  The  idea  of  torpor  is  fur- 
ther conveyed  by  the  apparent  indispo- 
sition to  any  kind  of  bodily  exertion. — 
A  short  stout  lady,  dressed  in  all  the 
colors  of  the  rainbow,  but  scarcely  able 
to  walk,  and  sitting  without  au  expres- 
sion on  her  features  or  a  word  on  her 
tongue,  may  be  significant — as  my  lady 
friends  assiu'e  me  is  the  case — of  the 
"beginning  of  a  uew  era,"  but  in  itself 
it  is  rather  a  depressing  thau  enlivening 
object." 


American  Kailruatl  Uoiid  Troiiljies  at 
Frankfort. 
A  correspondent  of  the  New  York 
Hi  raid,  writing  from  Frank fort-ou-the 
Main,  under  date  of  August  lOtli,  says: 
"  The  financial  world  has  Deeu  much 
scandalized  by  the  non-payment  of 
over  due-coupons  of  the  Rockford, 
Bock  Island  and  St.  Louis  Railroad. 
Seven  miliions  of  bonds— according  to 
some  statements  upwards  of  nine  mil- 
lions—have been  placed  here  and  iu 
Holland  through  the  agency  of  Morris 
J.  Budge.  At  a  meeting  held  here  on 
liie  Stli  iiist.,  resolutions  were  jiassed 
for  tJie  purpose  of  concerting  measures 
calculat<*d  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
uufortunatAJ  bond  holders.  In  the 
course  of  a  discussion  it  transpired 
that  iufoimation conveyed  to  H.  V.Poors 
Manual  of  lluilwavs  iu  the  United 
State-',  led  investors  to  believe  that  a 
large  amount  of  authorized  capital  had 
been  used  iu  the  purchase  of  laud.  No 
lets  than  two  miliions,  it  had  been  as- 
serted, had  thus  been  invested,  while 
now,  on  investigation,  it  aj»pears  that 
the  amount  does  not  exceed  sixty  thou- 
sand dollars.  Bonds  to  the  amount  of 
between  one  aud  two  million  dollars 
were  i^laced  here  this  week  of  the  HI- 
iuois,  Springfield  and  Southern  Road 
at  75  or  75?,,  and  another  million  of  the 
Chicago  and  Southeastern  Road  fouud 
inirchasers  also.  The  discrepancy  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  of  the  man- 
agenieiit  of  the  roads  Inning  been  in 
the  hands  of  Baron  Erlanger,  who 
placed  them  on  the  market  through  the 
agency  of  au  Austrian  bank,  who  prob- 
ably blundered  somewhat  iu  the  mat- 
ter. 

UiipopuUrity  of  (^uocn  Victoria, 

From  Ihe  Londou  Times. 
Wise  men  look  at  facts  more  than 
arguments,  and  as  a  fact  there  can  be 
no  question  how  much  of  the  power  and 
even  life  of  the  monnrohv  resides  iu  its 
personal  aud  direct  intiuences.  Lord 
Derby  s.iys  •ustitutious  to  be  defended 
in  these  days  must  carry  their  justifica- 
tieii  on  thc'ii  face.  If  so,  no  institution 
ought  to  l»e  so  easy  to  defend  as  mon- 
archy, for  it  carries  its  justification  on 
its  face  whenever  it  shows  its  face  to  its 
subjects.  There  is  no  justification  so 
evident  and  s  '  strong  as  that  of  the 
heart,  and  this  is  the  strength  which 
the  pei*8onal  inllueuce  of  monarchy  mav 
add  to  all  the  institutions  and  acts  with 
which  it  is  identified.  Bat,  if  this  is 
to  be  a  reality,  the  personality  of  the 
crown  must  be  visible  aud  sensible,  A 
sovereign  who  is  never  or  rarely  seen 
in  an  institution,  and  not  a  person.  It 
is  not  merely  what  the  t4)ueen  does  that 
renders  her  important  ;  it  is  that  what 
would  have  <o  bo  done  in  any  case  is 
done  by  the  (>iei  n.  If  she  ceases  to 
do  it,  there  is  so  far  au  abeyance  of  the 
most  essential  features  t»f  a  mouarch- 
ical  system.  The  abeyance  may  be 
cndureil  f«u-  a  time  without  harm  ;  but 
every  year  of  its  continuance  weakens 
the  seiitiinents  it  coudemns  to  disuse, 
and  we  trust  atlvice  which  is  ollered 
from  the  most  hiyal  motives  will  be.re 
ct'ivcd  without  olVcusc. 

Postal    Arniugcmeut     with    Ocrmany. 

An  arrangement  has  just  beeu  con- 
cluded between  the  United  States  aud 
Germany,  to  take  elTect  ou  the  1st  of 
October  next,  which  reduces  the  rat«  of 
interuatiiuial  postage  for  prepaid  let- 
tors  ;  if  exchanged  between  the  conn- 
I  rics  by  closed  mail  via  England,  from 
ten  to  seven  cents  for  each  rate  of  half 
au  ounce  or  under;  unpaid  letters  so 
oxchauged  to  be  charged  with  double 
tho  prepaid  rates,  aud  uusufiicieutly 
paid  letters  with  postage  for  unpaid 
letters  after  the  deduction  of  the 
amount  prepaid. 

This  arrangement  establishes  a  uni- 
form postage  of  seven  cents,  or  three 
silver  groscheu,  per  siugle  rate  on  pre- 
paid lette  B  exchanged  between  the 
United  States  and  Germany  ou  aud  af- 
ter the  1st  of  October  proximo,  whether 
trausniitted  via  England  or  by  direct 
line  via  Hamburg  or  Bremen.  It  is 
particularly  to  be  observed  that  this  re- 
duction applies  to  letters  only,  so  that 
all  correspoudeuces  other  thau  letters 
posted  iu  the  United  States  for  Ger- 
many, will  continue  subject  to  the  same 
ratt^s  of  postage  and  to  the  same  condi- 
tions of  compulsory  pre-payments  as 
are  uow  applicable  thtrefor.  Post- 
masters will  levy  and  collect  postage 
on  aud  after  the'lst  of  October  next. 


Action  ot  Heart  Poisous. 

Dr.  Rudoljih  Boeiiin,  of  Wurzburg, 
has  just  published  au  account  or  a  ser- 
ies of  experiments  on  the  action  of 
heart  poisons.  The  poisons  investiga- 
ted were  ataopiu,  muscorin,  nicotin, 
acouitin,  delphiuin,  veratrin,  and  phy. 
sostgmin.  The  experiments  were  made 
on  frogs.  Dr.  Boehm  paid  especial  at- 
tention to  the  action  of  the  various  poi- 
sous when  administc-red  to  the  same 
frog  successively,  aud  the  physiologi- 
cal conclusions  arrived  at  are  these : 
1.  The  frog's  heart  possesses  automa- 
tic nerve  centres.  2.  Both  these  cen- 
tres can,  in  the  normal  condition,  re- 
ceive stimulus  from  the  brain  through 
centrifugal  ner^e  fibers,  which  run  iu 
the  cervical  portion  of  the  vagus.  3. 
The  endings  of  these  vagus  fibers  are 
identical  with  the  before  mentioned  au- 
tomatic centres.  We  must  rather  sup- 
pose the  existtuce  of  conuectiug  pieces 
by  means  of  which  the  endings  of  the 
vagus  are  placed  in  communication 
with  the  gauglion  cell  composing  the 
automatic  centres,  4.  The  automatic 
centres  of  the  frog's  heart  are  not  loeal- 
i  ized  in  any  definite  manner.  Although 
1  her  headquarters  must  b^  considered  to 
i  lie  iu  the  sinus  vrnusus  (inhibitorv)  and 
I  the  basis  of  the  ventricle  ( excitomotor) 
there  are  yet  facts  which  go  to  prove 
I  that  both  sorts  of  ganglions  occur  close 
I  to  one  another  all  over  the  heart.  The 
!  movements  of  the  several  segmeuts  are 
I  to  a  certain  ext^?nt  iudependeut  of  one 
another.  5.  The  ventricle,  as  being  a 
striated  muscle,  has  certain  differences 
from  the  rest  of  the  heart,  aud  as  such 
obeys  tiie  same  laws  as  striated  muscu- 
lar tissue  (exhaustion,    paralysis,    te- 

tAUUS). 

Suspeuded  from  a  Biiriiiiig  Balloeu. 

Ftom  the  Ciuoinnati  Gazette. 
At  the  clo.se  of  the  afternoon  perfor- 
mances of  Grady's  circus  lu  Columbus 
ou  Thursday,  Mr.  Charles  Fisher  made 
au  ascent  iu  a  huge  hot-air  balloim,  or 
rather  the  balloon  weut  up  with  Fisher 
dangling  to  a  couple  of  ropes  suspend- 
ed below.  Immediately  a  blue  smoke 
was  seen  to  issue  from  a  point  on  the 
side  of  the  balloon,  about  one-third  the 
way  up  from  the  mouth  to  the  top. 
Exj.K'rieuccd  eyes  at  once  detecttnl  that 
the  balloon  was  on  fire,  but  the  lerouaut. 
all  unconsci<nis  of  his  danger,  went  on 
with  his  frightful  performance  on  the 
trapez.  When  the  balloon  was  about 
1,500  feet  iu  the  air,  the  flames  were 
seen  suddenly  to  burst  from  its  side, 
and  simultaneously  a  cry  of  horror  went 
up  from  the  great  crowd  below.  Many 
turned  away  their  eyes,  aud  one  woman 
fainted,  all'expecting  that  Fisher  would 
at  once  meet  a  horrible  death.  But 
whether  it  was  that  the  material  of  the 
balloon  was  uot  very  tnfiamable,  or  that 
the  hot  air  near  the  flame  was  uot  favor- 
able to  combustion,  certain  it  is  that 
the  balloon  did  uot  burn  rapidly,  aud 
the  teronaut  lauded  safely  upon  the  top 
of  a  slaughter-house,  near  the  end  of 
the  Hecking  Valley  bridge  over  the 
Scioto,  while  the  burning  balloou  lit  iu 
the  river,  the  waters  of  which  speedily 
extinguished  the  flames. 


A  Rpprelicnsihle  Habit. 

There  is  no  breach  of  that  etiquette, 
which  ^hould  be  observed  iu  public 
places  so  reprehensible  as  that  of  a 
gentleman  leaving  ladies  sitting  alone. 
It  is  not  only  a  matter  of  etiquette, 
but  of  the  attention  and  pi-oteciiou  due 
a  lady  under  the  charge  of  a  gentleman  !

28. — 'I'he  Ocean  Wave  made,  yesterday, 
an  oxcursiou  to  Fish  River.  She  wits 
advertised  to  touch  at  Point  Clear,  and 
thin  induced  many  iiersons  to  take  pas- 
siige  on  her  for  the  Po  ut.  She  did  not 
touch,  however,  on  hur  down  trip,  but 
went  direct  to  Fish  River,  On  her  re- 
turn she  stopfied  at  Point  Clear,  reach- 
ing there  about  H  o  clock.  The  boat 
was  made  fast,  and  tin;  band  and  part 
of  the  papsengers  wet.t  ashore.  After 
remaining  about  half  an  hour,  the  boat 
blew  her  whistle  to  go,  and  the  jias- 
f<ingers  had  just  reached  the  beat  when 
the  explosion  occurred.  I  was  sitting 
in  the  eastern  end  of  the  hotid  piazza, 
ab»)ut  sixty  yards  from  the  boat.  A 
young  girl,  olio  of  the  passengerH,  at- 
tracted my  attention  bf  her  tardy  movc- 
iiu'iit  towanl  the  noat.  Hhe  was 
walking  very  itlowly,  though  the  boat 
was      about        to        put       oil".  She 

seemed  to  hesitate  and  look  back.- 
Then  she  started  forward  ut  a  (luicker 
pac»«,  and  was  about  forty  yards  from 
the  boat  when  the  exjdosion  occurred. 
In  that  ca.se  there  was  safety  in  delay, 
f«u'  a  half  minute  more  and  she  wtnild 
have  leached  the  fatal  «j)ot.  The  boat 
Kave  out  a  (lueer,  hissing  souiiil  for 
some  time  belore  the  e.xplosiou.  Then 
came  tlio  report,  fcdlowed  by  aiiimb- 
ling,  hissing  uound.  Iragmeiits  of  tim- 
ber and  metal  Hew  iu  all  directions. 
The  fore  part  of  the  boat  and  cabin 
was  completely  carried  away.  The 
chimney  fell  toward  the  stern  of  the 
boat,  crushing  the  upper  cabin.  The 
boat  immediately  sanic,  with  her  bow 
submerged.  The  tide  was  rather  high, 
and  the  depth  t)f  water  around  tlu'  boat 
was  about  seven  feci:.  I  knew,  in  a 
moment,  that  it  must  be  a  great  disas- 
ter, and  T  hurried  t"  the  spot  to  se(> 
what  I  could  do  for  the  vietiiiiw.  T  met 
a  wild,  surging  crowd  of  consternated 
surviv«us  hurrying  from  the  scene, 
some  wild  with  grief  at  the  loss  of  rehi- 
tives.  Just  iiiuh'r  the  boat  were  sever- 
al iHTsons,  some  swimming,  some  hold- 
ing on  to  pieces  «if  floating  timber, 
and  there  were  some  who  could  not 
swim,  alternatelv  rising  and  sinking, 
soon  to  perish  if  help  came  not.  I 
recognized  .).  M.  Lomery,  Clerk  of  the 
Circuit  Court,  swimning  very  well, 
and  lie  soon  got  out  uninjured.  '  Hard- 
ly a  boat  was  to  Ik  had,  until  too  late 
to  rescue  the  drowning.  Th«'  guests  of 
the  hotel  and  the  residents  turned  out 
in  a  body,  and  rendered  evi-ry  possible 
assistance.  Large  numbers  of  boats 
were  hurried  to  the  scene,  but  they  ar- 
rived too  late  to  save  tho  drowning. 
All  was  over  with  them  in  less  iluwi 
live  minutes.  But  many  of  them  were 
so  badly  wounded  tliat  they  would 
have  died,  if  rescued.

But  the  boat  was 
certainly  crowtled,  and  it  is  safe  to  esti- 
mate tho  number  aboiird  to  be  over 
two  hundred.  Very  many  of  these 
were  children,  and  ^erJ  many  little 
hats  and  bonnets  came  ashor<>  to  tell 
the  tale  of  the  little  victims  benealh 
the  Waves.  How  many  were  lost  it  is 
impossible  to  know.  The  number  will 
probably  never  bo  accurately  known. 

The  force  of  tho  explosion  extended 
upward  and  forward.  All  who  were  in 
the  centre  or  bow  of  tho  boat  snlVored. 
Those  in  the  rt-ar  generally  escaped, 
e.\cept  such  of  them  a  -i  jumped  over- 
board and  drowned.  The  boiler  was 
not  so  much  exploded  as  it  was  torn 
open,  with  a  long  soiini.  It  was  .so 
rotten  as  to  literally  tear  open.  If  it 
had  been  stronger,  so  as  to  ex[)li'de 
with  greater  violence,  the  destruction 
v.-ould  probably  have  been  greater. 
Scarcely  a  half  of  the  i)assengera  es- 
caped ilniiurt,  but  the  wounds  of  many 
were  slight.  About  twenty  live  of  the 
dead  are  recovered,  and  i)rob!ihly  as 
many  more  are  under  the  Avater.  Tlioho 
will  not  rise  by  the  laws  ol  nature  until 
Wednesday,  and  thou  they  will  l>o  so 
disfigured  and  distorted  as  almost  to 
prevent  recognition,  and  to  render  it 
inqiossihle  to  coilin  them.  They  hhould 
bo  rescued  at  once. 

The  Ocean  Wave  lias,  for  sonio  time, 
been  ctmsiderod  an  uiisafo  lumt,  and 
she  has  always  been  an  unlucky  one.  A 
criminal  reBponsibilit>  rests  some- 
whens  and  it  ought  to  bo  visited  upon 
those  to  wh  >se  recklessness  and  inca- 
pacity it  is  attributable.

WONDERFUL  DISCOVEUY. 

Discovery  of  an  Aiiclriit  Vault  In  Nyru- 
ru«(— A  Relic  Coeval  with  thv  CardlOT 
(■la  at. 

They  tduim  to  have  discovered  an  an- 
cient vault  iu  Syracuse,  and  Dr.  Boy- 
iiton,  of  Cardili  (Jiant  fame.hasboen  in- 
vestigating the  wonder  ami  discourses 
on  the  same  in  the  ftdlowing  tenor  in  a 
letter  to  the  Syriwuiso  Courier : 

Hearing  a  day  ortwo  since  that  a  cur- 
iously formed  cistern  or  vault  had  been 
exhumed  on  the  premises  of  Mr.  D.  B. 
Killmore,  on  Seymour  street,  and  not 
hiivinc  seen  the  notices  whicli  have  ap- 
peaced  in  the  dail^  papers,  I  concluded 
to  visit  and  examino  the  same  for  my- 
Kidf,  and,  accordingly,  by  tho  kindness 
of  Mr.  Killmore,  sptuit  a  couple  of 
liour'i  to-day  in  making  a  careful  e.xam- 
ination  on  tho  premises.  There  is  no 
evidence  that  it  was  ever  a  water  cistt^rn 
aa  there  is  no  appearance  of  the  action 
of  water,  or  a  deposition  of  its  sedi- 
ments in  tint  interior;  neither  was  there 
any  indi«-atioiis  that  it  was  built  as  an 
oven  or  cess  pool,  as  neither  form  nor 
structure  would  indicate  such  a  uw. 
( )ii  the  contrary,  {iwM  go  to  show  that  it 
was  made  ami  used  as  a  vault  or  depos- 
story  for  valiiiihles  in  times  of  danger. 

The  external  diameter  of  the  vault  is 
live  feet  and  three  inches,  about  throe 
feet  in  height  from  the  foundation,  and 
the  wall  about  six  inches  thick.  It  was 
built  in  tho  form  of  a  circle,  with  an 
arched  top,  iu  which  there  was  appar- 
ently an  opening,  uriginidly  closed  by  a 
kt;ystone  or  cover,  the  whole  structure 
being  situated  about  two  feet  below  tho 
original  surface  of  the  earth.  The  bot 
toiii  was  luiilt  of  brick  and  mortar,  be- 
ing apout  six  inches  in  thickness,  and 
refcting  upon  a  foundation  <if  several 
nieces  of  limestown,  which  had  evident- 
ly been  broken  from  some  outcropping 
ledge,  as  one  piece  had  a  weathered  sur- 
face upon  its  edge.  These  stones  were 
iin.loubtedly  brought  some  distance,  as 
no  stones  of  this  kind  are  ftnmd  in  the 
jiost  diluvial  deposit  of  the  valley 
Tho  brick  of  wnieli  it  is  built  were  not 
"adtdie.s,"  but  were  well  burned,  of  or- 
<liiiary  size,  and  made  in  a  mold,  sand- 
ed ami  streake«l. 

Tho  mason  work  showed  no  signs  of 
a  trowel,  but  on  the  contrary,  was  a|)- 
parently  built  iiy  rude  tools  or  by  hand, 
iiml  the  inti'i'ior  slushed  over  with  thin 
mortar,  as  the  streaks  plainly  show. 
Tho  (lota-  of  the  vault  is  concave,  the 
center  being  abtmt  three  inches  lower 
than  the  sides.  In  the  centerthore  is  a 
distinct  and  deep  imiiression  in  the 
mortar  of  what  wasapptirently  the  head 
of  a  keg,  as  tiie  imprints  of  the  grain 
of  the  wood  and  joints  of  the  head  iu 
the  mortar  are  plain  to  bo  .seen,  indi- 
cating that  the  keg  was  placed  there 
while  the  mortar  used  for  .slushing  was 
in  its  pla.stic  state. 

Directly  over  this  vault  stooil  a  hick- 
ory ♦roe,  whicli  when  sawed  off  at  the 
fo(d.  measured  about  seventeen  inches 
in  diameter,  and  htyors  of  wood  or  rings 
ol  natural  growth  can  be  readily  count- 
ed to  the  number  of  fifty-six,  which  in 
dicate  that  the  tree  has  been  growing 
undisturbed  for  Wt  3'ears,  which  takes 
us  liack  to  the  close  of  the  war  of  IHl'J. 
Mr.  Killmore  informed  me  that  this 
land  was  covered  with  a  heavy  growth 
of  timber,  which  he  cleared  about  forty 
years  ago,  wtuking  for  five  dollars  a 
I  month,  and  that  this  was  one  of  only 
I  two  hickory  trees  gi-owing  in  that  vicin- 

!  it.v. 

Query  :  Might  not  this  have  been  a 
place  of  deposit  of  valuables  during 
the  distressing  times  of  war  of  Britons 
and  Indians  from  1811  to  1815  f  And 
was  not  this  hickory  planted  to  mark 
the  spot  ?  AVere  not  these  deposits  re- 
moved at  the  close  of  the  war,  when  the 
tree  was  cut  off  or  received  an  ingury, 
and  the  second  growth  took  place  form- 
ing these  distinct  centers,  as  the  cross 
sei'tion  of  its  trunk  plainly  indicates? 

I  think  from  the  indiction   this   can- 
not go  back  in  its  history  to   the   early 
settlement  of    our    valley,    when    the 
i  French  were  here  iu  large  numbers,  in 
!  the  yeai-s  from  18:30  to  18(50. 

But  it  would  not  be  unreasonable  to 
suppose  some  trader  or  settler  would 
arrange  this  secret  place  of  deposit  for 
his  valuables  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war 
oflSl2.

He  was  heavily 
clothed  withoil  cloth  and  rubber  boots, 
and  sank  out  of  sight  before  the  boat 
reached  him.  The  Etichantre.js  an- 
ch»)red  off  Gibraltar  on  Aj)ril  7th.  She 
arrived  at  Tunis  on  Ai)ril  iJCth.  While 
at  anchor  at  that  jiort  the  boatswain, 
Jtilin  Aimer,  was  killeil  instantly.  The 
port  main  backstay  broke  the  spreader 
aloft,  which  came  down  on  the  dock, 
striking  liim  on  the  head  and  fractur- 
ing his  skull.  He  was  buried  in  the 
Christian  burying  ground.  On  May 
24th,  the  Encfiantress  left  Naides  foV 
Cowes,  and  alter  calling  at  Gibraltar, 
went  to  Southampton,  where  she  ar 
rived  on  June  14th.  During  the  trip 
from  Gibraltar  the  crew  mutinied  and 
refused  to  work,  when  the  cooks  and 
stewards  did  the  work  of  the  vessel. 
This  crew  was  discharged  at  Southamp- 
ton. On  the  following  day  the  yacht 
was  towed  down  to  Cowes,'  where  she 
remained  for  about  a  montli.  On  July 
17tli  she  left  Cowes  for  the  United 
States. 


A  Torpedo  Boat. 

A  torpedo-boat  is  to  be  built  at  the 
Washington  navy -yard  to  be  named  the 
Robinson.  It  will  he  175  feet  long, 
with  35  feet  beam.  Her  hull  will  be  of 
iron,  only  three  feet  of  which  will  be 
out  of  water.  This  expose<l  part,  how- 
ever, will  be  ai-mor  plated  with  four- 
inch  iron,  backed  with  wood.  She  will 
be  propelled  with  two  screws,  and  her 
cHgines  are  expected  to  di'ive  at  14 
knots  per  hour  minimum  speed.  The 
only  rigging  she  will  have,  which  is  a 
fair  weather  arrangement  all  together, 
will  consi.st  of  two  masts,  schooner  rig- 
ged. According  to  the  pro2)ortion  of 
work  done  in  the  yards  now,  it  will 
take,  by  close  calculation,  GOO  men  one 
year  to  build  her,  most  of  whom  will  he 
from  the  iron- works.  The  toipedo  will 
contain  lOO  pounds  of  )>owder,  attach- 
ed to  an  iron  beam,  which  will  protrude 
from  the  bow  below  the  water  line.  This 
beam  vriW  be  25  feet  long,  and  s<j  a<l- 
j listed  as  to  be  force  I  out  by  hand  from 
water-tight  compartments  through 
packing.  It  will  be  worked  by  hand 
instead  of  steam,  as  any  unexpected  ob- 
stacle could  be  more  easily  detected  in 
that  way  than  otherwise.  It  is  intend- 
ed, when  orders  are  giv  n  to  that  effect, 
that  the  torpedo  boat  shall  make 
straight,  under  a  fiUl  head  of  steam,  for 
au  enemy's  ship,  and  run  well  under 
her,  and  explode  the  same  by  electri- 
city, the  beam  being  withdrawn  at  the 
same  time.  The  boat  will  be  ot  com- 
paratively light  draught,  requiring  only 
11 »  feet  of  water.

His  proces.s,  wliich  has  proved  entirely 
successful,  consists  in  mixing  an  alco- 
holic solution  of  gum-shellac  with  a 
like  solution  of  fuchsiu,  and  exposing 
the  mixture  to  different  temperatures 
in  a  vapor  bath.  Tho  ctdor  changes 
with  the  temperature  from  rose,  amar- 
anth, reddish,  violet,  and  pure  violet  to 
blue,  and  can  be  rendered  permanent 
at  any  step  in  the  operation.  The  var- 
nish thus  obtained,  when  properly  di- 
luted with  alcohol,  is  ready  for  print- 
ing.

The  sh:ii)t<  aud  size  of  the  cavity  were 
siicii  as  to  produce  a  kind  of  reHoi)aiuH>, 
whicli  rcudcied  it  tUnicult  to  li\  the 
precise  spot  from  which  the  sound  is- 
sued ;  but  the  moaning  continued,  be- 
coming to  all  a})peHrance  griulually 
feebler.  Fearing  to  wound  tho  man 
the  ice  rubbish  was  cautiously  rot)ted 
away ;  it  rtuig  curiously  as  it  fell  in 
the  adjacent  gloom.  A  layer  two  or 
three  feet  tiiick  was  thus  removed,  and 
liuiiUy,  from  the  frozen  mass,  and  as 
blooilleys  as  to  be  almost  as  white  as 
tilt!  surrounding  ;  now,  issued  a  single 
Immau  hand.  The  tingers  moved. 
Kt)und  it  we  rooted,  cleared  the  arm, 
and  reached  the  knapsack,  which  wo 
cut  away.  We  alst>  regained  our  rope. 
The  man's  head  was  then  laid  bare,  and 
my  brandy  llask  wtis  immediately  at  his 
lips.  Hu  tried  to  speak,  but  his  words 
jumbled  themselves  to  a  dull  moan, 

Benncn's  feelings  got  the  better  of 
him  at  intervals ;  he  wnmght  like  a 
hero,  but  at  times  he  needed  gtiidanco 
and  stern  adimmition.  The  arms  tmce 
free,  we  passed  the  rt)pe  underneath 
them,  and  tried  to  draw  the  mtiu  out. 
]}ut  the  icc-fragtucnts  around  him  hud 
legelated  so  as  to  form  a  solul  case. 
Thrice  we  essayed  to  draw  him  up, 
thrice  we  failed;  he  had  literally  to  bo 
hewn  out  of  the  ice,  aud  not  until  his 
last  foot  was  extricated  were  we  able  to 
lift  him.  By  pulling  him  from  above, 
aud  pushing  him  trom  below,  the  man 
was  at  lengtli  raiseil  to  the  surface  cf 
the  glacier. 

Fttr  au  hour  we  had  been  in  the  cre- 
vasse iu  shirt -sleeves — the  porter  had 
been  in  it  for  two  hours — and  the  drip- 
ping ice  had  tlreuched  us.  Bennen, 
moreover,  had  worked  with  the  energy 
of  madness,  ami  now  the  re- action 
came.  He  shook  as  if  he  would  ftiU  to 
pieces  ;  but  brandy  aud  some  dry  cov- 
ering n>vived  him.  The  rescue<.\  man 
was  belples.s,  unable  to  utter  an  ajticu- 
lat^  sentence.  Beuncu  propos.sed  to 
carry  him  down  tlu*  glacier  toward 
I  home.  Had  this  b»>en  att^^-mpted,  the 
man  wouhl  ccrtaidly  have  died  uptui 
j  the  ice.  Bennen  thought  he  could 
j  carry  him  ft>r  two  hours  ;  but  the  guide 
j  uuderrateil  his  tiwn  exiiauslation  and 
I  overrated  the  vitalitv  id'  the  ]»orter. 
"Itcannot  be  tkonghtof,"  I  said,  "to 
tlie  cave  of  Fanlberg,  where  we  must 
tend  him  as  well  as  we  ctin. ''  Wo  got 
liiui  to  the  side  of  the  glacier,  where 
Bennen  took  him  on  his  back;  iu  ten 
minutes  he  sank  uuilcr  his  l()ad.  It 
was  now  my  turn,  so  I  took  the  loan  ott 
my  back  and  ploodoil  on  with  him  as 
far  as  I  was  able  Helping  each  other 
by  turns,  we  reuchod  the  mountain 
grot. 

The  sun  had  .set,  and  tbe  crown  of 
Jungfrau  was  imbedded  iu  amber  light. 
Thinking  that  tho  Marjelin  Sea  might 
be  resiclietl  before  darkness,  T  proprtsl?d 
starting  in  SPftrch  ot  help.  Bennen 
protested  against  my  going  ahme,  and 
I  thought  1  noticed  moisture  iu  Lub- 
bock's eyes.  Such  an  occasion  brings 
out  a  mau's  feelings  if  be  has  any.  I 
gave  them  both  my  blessing  and  made 
for  tbe  glacier.  But  my  aiuxiety  to  get 
quickly  clear  of  the  crevasses  tlefeated 
its  own*objoct.  Tlirice  I  found  myself 
in  diffi<-ulty.  and  tbe  light  wa.s  visibly 
departing.  The  conviction  dpeppned 
that  persistenrir  Uould  be  folly,  and 
thp  lUust  impressive  moment  of  my  ex- 
istence Wits  that  on  wliicb  1  stopped  at 
the  brink  of  a  profound  fissure  aud 
looked  upon  the  momittiina  aud  the 
sky.  TIte  serenity  was  perfect— not  a 
cloutl,  not  a  breeze,  not  a  sound,  while 
the  last  hues  of  sunset  sprea<l  over  the 
solemn  west, 

I  returuetl ;  warwi  witic  Was  given  to 
I  otK  pwtitnl,  and  all  our  dry  clothes 
Were  wrapped  around  him.  Hot  water 
bottles  were  placed  at  his  feet  and  his 
back  was  brisky  rubbed.  He  continued 
togrojMi  along  time;  but,  finally,  both 
this  and  the  trembling  ceased.  Bennen 
watched  liira  solemnly,  ami  at  length 
muttered  in  anguish,  'Sir,  he  is  dead!' 
I  leaned  over  tbe  man  and  found  him 
breathing  gently;  I  felt  his  pulse— it 
was  beating  traTuiuilly.  "Not  deailt 
dear  old  Beiincn  ;  he  will  be  nblw  in 
crawl  home  with  us  iri  ILe  morning." 
1*110  prediction  was  justified  by  the 
event ;  and  two  days  afterward  we  saw 
him  at  Laax,  minus  a  bit  of  his  ear, 
with  a  bruise  upon  bis  cheek  and  a  few 
scars  upon  his  hand,  but  without  a  bro- 
ken bone^  jor  serious  ii'jiiry  61  any  kind.

!t«<l  Ktory  of  Altlpwrtirk  anil  NiiaVrliiv. 

From  the  New  York  Hemld,  Sept.  6. 

Lewis  Wolf  a  mess  boy,  who  was  o 
the  steamer  Londona,  73)  tons  b.irden, 
bound  from  New  York  to  New  OrhMiim' 
which  struck  on  Coral  reef,  on  the 
Fl()ri<la  coast,  Thursday,  Aiignst  17, 
aud  was  totally  lost,  twtuity  Dersons 
losing  their  lives  and  thirt«*ien  being 
saved,  makes  tho  following  statement: 

I  was  on  tbe  liondomi  on<»  trip  be- 
fore this  one  in  which  the  Loiuhma  was 
lost.  1  was  mess  boy  for  the  sailors' 
and  firemen's  mess.  1  received  iflS  a 
month  aud  found.  We  left  New  York 
on  the  Saturdty  befort)  the  Thursday 
4)n  which  the  ship  struclt  tbo  reef.  wVi 
liad  fair  weather  until  WedncKtlay  pre- 
vious to  the  disaster,  when  we  eiic«)iin- 
tered  a  heavy  swell.  Wti  had  a  gener- 
al cargo.  We  had  a  crew  and  <»fficor8  of 
thirty-threo  men.  ('aptain  Hovey 
commandetl  tbe  vessel,  and  Mr.  St<^veiis 
was  tbo  first  officer  and  Mr.  Sctitield 
was  the  engineer.  Tbe  titigines  were  in 
good  ortler  as  far  as  I  know. 

TJie  Tjondtuia  was  an  English  ship, 
and  carried  supplies  during  the  war  ftir 
the  blockade  nmners.  About  3  o'clock 
Thurstlay  morning  a  heavy  gale  pre 
vailed,and  all  tho  f5n>men  were  tudered 
below  to  keep  the  fires  up.  The  sea 
was  running  into  tho  skylight.  About 
b.ilf-past  7  wo  struck  a  reef,  aud  she 
shifted  over  on  her  beam  ends.  The 
(Captain  was  in  pilot  house  at  the  time 
she  shifted,  and  he  fell  out  and  stum- 
bled while  trying  to  catcii  hold  of  the 
main  rigging!  The  sea  broke  over  the 
ship  and  washed  him  olF  and  carried 
away  the  pilot  htmse.  Tbe  captain 
was  not  seen  any  more.  Some  of  tbe 
crew  got  into  a  boat,  and  when  about 
thirty  yards  ofl"  the  ship  the  Londona 
turne«l  over  aud  capsized.  1  was 
amidsbip  on  deck,  holding  on  to  the 
fore  rigging.  It  Was  very  lianl  to  hold 
ou  with  tbe  heavy  seas  i)reakiiig  over 
me.  There  were  fourteen  of  tbo  crew 
iu  the  main  rigging,  the  main  mast 
gave  away,  and  tbe  sea  broke  it  right 
ort".  All  of  the  fourteen,  excepting  the 
Captain's  son,  Freddy,  l.'i  years  of  age, 
aud  the  chief  cook,  Frank,  were  washed 
over  btmrd,  but  they  swam  ash<u-e  as 
well  as  they  could  in  the  ?ea,  which  was 
mountain  high. 

TheFhuida  coast  wiw  ten  miles  oil', 
and  I  don  t  know  bow  they  readied  the 
shore.     Mr.  Stevens,    the-   first   mat<», 

f[ot  into  the  other  boat,  which  was  a 
ife  boat,  and  a  heavy  se  '  broke  again 
and  WB.shed  tbo  boat  and  himself  away. 
He  reached  the  8hv)re  first  of  all.  The 
crew,  the  chief  engineer,  first  assistant 
engineer,  five  sailors,  my.self  and  a  fire- 
man worked  our  way  out  f;irward  to 
the  gallant  forecastle.  The  wreck  was 
washed  ashore  gradually,  and  we  re- 
mained on  her  uutif  two  hours  after 
the  mainmast  came  down,  when  Me 
found  ourselves  on  the  breakers,  three 
or  four  bnndretl  yards  from  the  bank. 
Tbe  chief  engineer  and  tbe  fireman 
swam  ashore  first,  aud  the  second  mate 
followed,  and  the  remaiaing  members 
of  the  crew,  with  the  exception  of  my- 
self, the  first  assistant  engineer,  and  ;a 
sailor,  remained  t»n  tbe  wreck  for  two 
days — until  Saturdtiy.  The  sailor  m^de 
a  raft.  Ncme  of  us  could  swim  w  bo  re- 
mained on  tbe  wreck.  'J'he  first  assist- 
ant engineer  took  the  rtilt  to  go  tisbore, 
and  ho  was  Wasiied  oil' several  tunes  bv 
tlxo  breakers.  The  sailor  aud  myself 
made  it.  I  broke  tbe  bulwarks  out  of 
her  to  make  it,  aud  went  asliore  with 
the  sailor. 

By  this  time  tbe  cleef  engineer, 
C'aptaiu's  son,  tbe  secoml  mate,  and 
the  oook  hrnl  gone  down  to  the  light- 
house, sixmilPs  distant,  aud  the  keep- 
er told  the  party  to  walk  twenty-eight 
miles  up  the  beach  to  the  lirst  Custom 
House  stjition.  Wliile  living  two  days 
on  the  vessel  we  ha<l  Hothingto  eat  but 
onions,  raw  potatoes,  and  raw  cotlfish. 
The  onions  made  us  verv  thirsty  as  we 
could  n«>t  get  any  water.  We  stopped 
on  the  beach  that  nigbt^  and  next 
morning  we  started  andwalktHl  twenty- 
eight  miles,  and  were  two  days  and  a 
half  makilig  the  tlisiance,  witli'uothing 
to  eat.,  only  we  had  a  little  water  to 
drink.  Wnile  walking  along  this 
beach  we  passed  fourteen  of  tbe  bodies 
that  had  been  washed  ashore  from  the 
wreck.  The  first  one  we  saw  was  about 
four  ttiilt^n  frohi  the  wreck,  tiie  furtlier- 
est  was  nearly  twenty-five  miles  from 
the  ill-fated  Londona.'  They  all  looked 
terriblts  were  black ,  in  tlie  face,  and 
bloody  ano  ilisfigured,  aud  it  was  ex- 
tremely  difficult  to  recognize  them,  as 
most  of  the  bodies  had  been  stripped 
naked  by  the  violence  of  the  waves. 

The  Captain's  body  wa.s  missing. — 
The  chief  engineer,  second  mat^*,  head 
cook,  the  Captain's  son.  finti  one  of  the 
sailors  gave  out,  as  their  strength  was 
spent,  and  they  walked  back  to  the 
camp.  We  had  scarcely  any  clothing 
upon  us,  and  our  feet,'  blisteretl  and 
sore  were  torn  from  tb*'  f^-iction  hf  Iht^ 
ppari*  which  had  nilibeJ  against  our 
botiies  ami  had  caused  abrasions.  The 
mate,  four  sailors,  the  first  assistant 
engineer  and  myself  walked  ahead, 
thinking  that  there  was  :i  house  where 
we  might  get  something  to  eat.  We 
walked  ajiouttbe  thirty-nuie  milest  liud 
tlirt't)  or  lour  miles  further  tbat  day. — 
When  night-time  came  we  sat  down 
and  rested  ourselves  abtuit  two  ht)urs, 
when  we  again  got  up  and  walked  down 
further.  We  then  laid  down  and  slept 
on  the  sand,  where  wo  slept  heartily. — 
Tho  musquitoea  almost  t  at  us  up. 

We  walked  then  to  daylight  We 
then  saw  in  the  early  morning  a  man 
advancing  to  us,  whom  we  recognized 
as  the  man  who  had  left  ns  to  travel  on 
his  own  act'ount,  returning  in  a  very 
Weak  manner.  Away  bat^  again  we 
walked  tbr«e  miles,  when  we  met  a 
man  with  an  axe  on  his  shoulder.  Wo 
stopped  and  asked  him  where  "we  was." 
He  toltl  us  that  we  were  about  fom-tecn 
miles  from  Smyrna.  We  asked  him  if 
h9  wruihl  give  us  something  to  eat.  Ho 
saitl  he  would  given?  8(»metbing— what 
he  had-  if  we  would  go  to  hifl  boat. 
We  W6nt  to  lliii!  jjoat  rturt  got  something 
eat— some  biscuits,  collee,  and  fresh 
water.  I  agreed  to  work  for  him  for 
my  board.  I  got  one  meal  there,  that 
was  all.  I  went  on  horseback  to  the 
beach  again,  and  left  tbe  mate  at  his 
house.  There  were  si  veral  persons 
there  then  packing  uy>  the  goods.  One 
told  us  that  the  engineer  had  started 
before  for  Sand  Point.  A  small  packet 
came  by  «nd  1  hailp<l  bei',  and  she  put 
oir  a  light  boat  to  take  me  ofi".  I  went 
to  St.  AugiiHtino  and  Jiom  there  I 
came  to  New  York.

Grau(*H  Victory  in  WiscoiiKin. 

I''rom  the  Albany  ArgUB,  Sept.  1. 

Grant's  offloehojders  in  Wisconsin 
have  been  trying  for  some  time  to  get 
tuunplete  possession  of  tho  Republican 
organization  of  that  State.  In  accord- 
ance with  instructions  from  Washing- 
ton, they  started  to  secure  tbe  nomin- 
ation of  C.  0.  Washburne  for  Governor. 
This  project  was  resisted  by  tho  inde- 
pendent members  of  the  party.  The 
consotpience  was  a  brisk  contest  for  the 
control  of  the  Convention. 

A  few  days  before  tho  CJtmvention 
was  to  meet,  the  Milwaukee  Wisconsin 
sjioko  of  tho  office  holders  movemeiit 
as  ftdlows  :  "This  attempt  of  federal 
offitMals  to  control  what  is  strictly  a 
state  political  contest  is  an  impertin- 
ence -  an  inttu'ferencu  in  a  matter  that 
does  iu)t  strictly  concern  them,  as  offi- 
cials, jirovided  tbt^r  right  to  use  thi?ir 
official  power  to  maintain  themselves 
in  office  bo  granted.  If  this  attempt 
of  theirs  to  tlictato  the  nominations  of 
the  state  proves  successful,  tbe  party 
had  best  prepare  for  an  early  demise." 

The  candidatti  against  Wasbbnni  was 
Hon.  Wm.  E.  Smith.     Later  in  the  can 
vasB,  tlio  Wisconsin  spoke  as  follows : 

"The  claims  made  by  General  Wash- 
burn's friends  all  along  that  he  would 
have  almost  a  united  deligation  from 
his  own  district  seem  likely  to  fall  far 
short  of  realization.  From  a  very  care- 
ful study  of  tbe  situation  in  that  dis- 
trict, we  are  inclined  to  think  that  a 
majority  of  the  Uepublicans  there  would 
prefer  Mr.  Smith  ;  and  we  now  reiterate 
what  we  said  before  that  General  Wash- 
burn is  not  the  choice  of  the  majority 
of  tho  Republicens  of  this  State  and  for 
this  reason,  and  because  the  high  of- 
rtciiils  have  endeavored  to  force  him 
upon  the  party  we  htive  ojiposed  his 
nomination," 

Tbe  CJonvention  met  on  Wednesday, 
and  the  office-holders  took  possession 
of  it.  The  informal  bidlotforGovernor 
gave  Wasbburno  142,  Smith  111,  and 
scattering  12.  Tbe  formal  ballot  nomi- 
nated Wasbburno  by  157  votes  ;  Smith 
iOS,  and  scattering  2.  Gen.  Wash- 
burne accepted  the  nomination.  This 
result  will  not  be  palatable  to  thousands 
of  lte])ublicai.8  in  Wisconsin.  Wash- 
burne was  not  their  choice,  and  many 
of  them  will  be  likely  to  remain  at  home 
on  el<>ction  day,  or  if  they  go  to  the 
polls,  will  prefer  to  cast  their  ballots 
for  James  R.  Doolittle,  the  popular 
Democratic  cmididate,  "The  canvass  in 
Wisciinsin  will  tberelore  be  one  of 
more  than  onliuary  interest.

«)f  the  crime.  Tbe  assumption  was  tbat 
the  government  has  sustained  no  loss  ; 
tbat  the  safe  containing  the  notes  had 
arrived,  and  tbat  no  compound  int<'rest 
notes  had  been  presenteil  for  redemp- 
tion. But  how  far  this  excuse  is  availa- 
ble may  bo  judged  by  the  following 
statement  from  another  detective.  The 
language  is  plain,  aud  tbe  charge  of  ra.s- 
c.ility  against  some  of  the  treasury  offi- 
cials is  even  mora  explict  than  that 
made  by  Wooils :

Culora(l(»  as  a  Stock  Country. 

From  the  Greeley  THbune. 

With  a  constant  increase  of  new  sub- 
scribers, and  a  careful  reading  of  our 
iiaper  by  many,  it  is  uecessary  to  repeat 
leading  fiusts  in  regard  to  the'  nisourcns 
of  Colorado,  and  the  subject  of  stock 
growing  is  on<;  about  which,  la-opb,  in 

tbe  States,   arc  constantly  eiiriuiriug. 

Wo  would  say,  then,  that  highly  favor- 
able as  Colorado  isfor  crops  of  all  kinds, 
it  is  still  more  favorable  f(^r  stock,  and 
for  the  special  reason  that  tlK>re  is  good 
feed  through  every  month  in  tbe  year. 

Tho  native  grass  which  looks  so 
worthless  to  strangers,  and  which  gives 
the  plains  a  desolate  appearflnco  on  ac- 
count of  its  gray  color,  is  exceedingly 
nutritious.  It  is  ilw  absence  of  rain 
which  gives  it  this  color,  which  makes 
it  rich  ;  and  which  is  the  reasfjii  why 
the  grazing  is  as  good  in  Winter  as  in 
Summer,  for  it  cures  its  it  stands,  and 
it  is  uninjured  by  moisture.  TJiat  is, 
there  is  just  enough  rain  falls  to  make 
it  grow,  but  not  enough  to  souk  and 
rot  it  after  it  is  grown.  We  have, 
therefore,  a  vast  extent  of  grazing 
ground,  embracing  thousands  of  square 
miles,  on  which  stock  is  kept  both 
Winter  and  Summer,  without  other 
care  than  of  herding.  Whether  shelter 
ought  not  to  be  provided  and  hay  cut, 
is  another  question,  but  it  is  a  fact, 
that  fully  a  million  hea<i  are  kept  the 
year  round  without  either. 

It  is  true  that  in  some  places  grazing 
is  better  than  in  others,  and  as  water 
is  indispensable,  tbe  valleys  of  our 
rivers  aud  streams  are  fust  occupied. 
The  valley  of  the  Platte,  for  a  distance 
of  180  miles  east  ot  us,  is  occupied  by 
at  least  50,000  head,  one  man  alone  hav- 
ing 20,000.  But  there  are  many  ranges 
still  unoccupied,  both  ou  the  mount- 
ains aud  ou  tbe  plains,  and  whoever 
wishes  to  engage  in  the  business  can 
find  ample  opportunity. 

But  it  is  important  to  understand 
that  not  every  man  is  fitted  for  this 
l)ur.suit.  Capital  is  re<iuired  in  the  first 
place,  aud  then,  one  must  have  a  taste 
for  it  and  be  willing  to  undergo  the  fa- 
tigue and  exposure  arising  from  the  care 
and  at  least  from  the  oversight  of  cattle. 
Some,  particularly  j-oung  men,  are  apt 
to  think  they  will  have  nothing  to  do 
but  get  a  few  cattle,  turn  them  lose, 
and  let  them  increase  without  further 
thought  or  care.  Such  will  certainly 
lose  what  tliey  may  invest.  Those  who 
have  succeeded  in  stock  grfiwing,  are 
active  and  shaq)  business  men,  who  are 
constantlv  on  the  watch,  and  of  these 
there  wilf  be  enough,  in  a  few  years,  to 
occupy  tlie  greater  part  of  this  vast 
range,  and  whoever  would  enter  into 
competition  with  them  must  l)e  equally 
industrious  and  active.  Of  conrae, 
only  a  few,  comparatively  si)eakiiig,  are 
fitted  to  succeed  in  a  life  requiring  vig- 
or and  constant  watchfulness.

The  Future  Kenidouce  of   the  Princess 
Louise. 

The  special  corresi>f»ndent  of  the 
London  Daily  News  in  S<'otland  tele- 
graphs : —  "It  is  understood  tbat  the 
few  day's  residence  of  the  l*rinccss 
Louise  and  tbe  Manpiis  of  Lome,  at 
Roseneathe  Castle  j^rior  to  their  arrival 
at  luvernay,  was  contrived  with  tbe  de- 
sign of  giving  tbe  Princess  an  ojipor- 
tunity  of  judging  whether  she  would 
like  Roscneath  as  a  permanent  resi- 
dence. In  consequence  of  the  favor- 
able impression  which  the  beautitul 
seat  made  upon  the  Princess,  it  was  be- 
lieved that  the  Duke  of  Argyll  has  de- 
finitely abandoned  bis  intention  of  sell- 
ing Roseneath,  and  that  for  the  future 
it  will  be  the  Scottish  residence  of  tbe 
Princess  and  her  husband.  Roseneath 
Castle  is  a  very  large  but  unfinished 
structure,  in  the  style  of  au  Italiau 
palace.  It  was  commenced  by  the  last 
Duke  of  ArgA'll  but  one,  the  nobleman 
whose  reckless  extravagance  so  hamp- 
ered the  Argyll  estates.  Tbe  present 
Duke  has  done  something  toward  its 
completion,  but  the  castle  is  still  far 
from  finished.  It  contains  some  noble 
rooms,  especially  a  magnificent  ball- 
room :  and  its  situaticn,  facing  the 
Gareloch,  surrounded  with  rich  woods, 
and  backed  by  a  charming  Highhuul 
landscape,  is  strikingly  iJeautiful.

their  deiul  aud  restore  tlieir  town  as 
best  they  can.

"We  soe  it  stated  tbat  au  embrocation 
of  lime-water  aiul  linseed  oil  is  ouo  of 
the  most  iist-ful  remedies  for  burns. 
These  agents  form  a  thick,  creamy  snl)- 
etance,  which  excludes  air,  and  ivllays 
the  inflaniation  instantly.  The  injured 
part  must  be  washed  with  warm  milk 
and  water  three  times  each  day,  and 
tlie  oil  dressing  removed.  Tliis  remedy 
will  entirely  prevent  scarring.  If  this 
mixture  cannot  be  pnH'urcd  in  the  drug 
stores,  slake  a  lump  of  quicklime  in 
water,  and  as  soon  as  the  water  is  clear, 
mix  it  with  the  oil,  aiul  shake  well.  In 
au  urgent  case,  pour  boiling  water  over 
the  lime,  aiul  it  will  be  clear  in  live 
minutes.  Or  this  preparation  may  be 
kept  ready  bottled  in  the  house,  and 
will  be  as* good  wberftix  mouths  old  as 
at  first. 

riCKIiED    PEACHES. 

Pick  out  the  largest  and  fairest  of 
clingstone  peaches ;  rub  all  the  down 
ort"  with  a  course  towel :  till  your  steam- 
er and  place  over  u  kettle  i>f  boiling 
water  for  about  fifteen  minutes — some 
peaches  require  more  time,  some  less. 
Steam  them  until  they  can  be  easily 
punctureil  with  a  fork,  not  till  they  be- 
gin to  era  *k  open  ;  take  them  oiV,  aud 
as  you  i>;ace  them  in  an  earthen  jar, 
stick  three  or  four  cloves  in  each  one. 
When  the  jar  is  full,  pour  over  them 
boiling  \inegar;  sj)iced  with  pounded 
cinuiunon  tied  in  a  thin  muslin  bag ; 
they  need  a  light  weight  to  prevent 
them  from  rising  to  the  surface  ;  in  a 
week  they  arc  rea«ly  for  use  These 
are  to  eat  with  meat  for  breakfast  and 
dinner.  To  have  them  a  little  nice  add 
one  pint  of  sugar  to  every  quart  of  vin- 
eg:ir  wliile  .boiling,  aud  more  spice  if 
desired,  and  pour  over  the  same  as  be- 
fore. 

FEACU  MAKMALAPE. 
We  took  the  small  and  imperfect 
clings,  as  thoy  wv>uld  not  admit  of  be- 
ing removed  from  the  stone  in  pieces  of 
uniform  size  and  shape,  pared  them, 
and,  after  cutting  from  the  stoue, 
placed  in  a  jK)rcelain  kettle  with  one 
pint  of  water  to  two  qua  ts  of  fruit; 
iH^iled  until  softj  to<.)k  oft',  aud  put 
through  a  seive  with  a  wooden  potato 
smasher.  Then  retumeil  to  the  kettle, 
adding  one  pint  of  sugar  to  every 
quart  of  prepareil  fruit ;  brought  to  a 
boil  and  sealed  while  hot.  It  can  V)e 
sealed  without  the  addition  of  the  su- 
gar, aud  when  eaten  let  it  be  sweetened 
with  white  sugar  to  the  tast^?,  and  it 
greatly  resembles  fresh  peaches. 

MAKING    .SO.VP. 

A  great  deal  of  grciise  may  be   saved 
for  'soai»  that  would  not  bo  nice   mixed 
with  soap.     I'ut  all  your    grease    in  a 
large  kettle,  (scraps,  marrow-bones  and 
anything  else  from    which    grease  may  | 
be* extracted),  cover  it  with  lye,  and  let  j 
it  boil  an  hour  or  two,  then  })utaquart,  j 
more  or  les.s,  wf  coarse  salt,    which  will  ' 
se}>arate  the  gre:ise  from  tlie   rest   and  j 
rise  to  the  top  :  let  it  boil  half  au  hour,  | 
then  fill  it  up  with   cold   water,  and  let 
it  stand  till  cold.     Take  all    the  grease 
olT  the  top,  throwing  away  the  bottom, 
which  will  contain  a  ;?reat  deal  of  sedi- 
ment.    Then    2"^*'    ^^'^    greivse  aud  lye 
together,  and   boil,    and    you    will  not 
fail  of  having  gootl    soap,    if  the  lye  i.^* 
gootl.     A  trough  is  much  better  than  a 
barrel  to  keep  it  in,  as   the   hoops   are 
liable    to    burst. — Fanixfra     ir'/r,  in 
Maine  J-anner. 


the  original  fruit.  IJy  judicious  cross 
fertilization  lie  obtain*;  fruit,  the  seed 
of  which  will  propagate,  to  a  greater  or 
leas  extent,  the  good  ijuulities  of  the 
varieties  used  in  hybridizing,  and  thus 
a  now  fruit  is  originated,  which,  \\  hen 
suitable,  can  always  be  reproduced  from 
its  seed.  Such  trees,  says  Mr.  (V.erny, 
are  more  healthy  and  vigonnis  (having 
never  been  wiuiuded  by  the  knife),  bear 
earlier,  and  wIhmi  accidentally  injiuvd 
in  the  stem,  throw  out  shoots  uleiitical 
with  thoae  of  the  original  tree.

Thr  C'oiupa'iS  Plant. 

In  the  monthly  report  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Department,  for  March  and 
April,  reference  wa-;  made  to  the  com- 
pass plant,  (Sili>hium  laciniatum,) 
which  it  was  therein  stated  "is  alleged 
to  possess  the  remarkable  tendency  to 
have  the  phine  of  its  leaves  directed 
north  and  south,  to  such  a  degree  that 
these  points  of  the  compass  can  be 
readily  determined  from  their  examin-  i 
ation. "'  A  letter,  inclosing  a  diagram 
of  the  leaf  of  the  plant.,  has  since  been 
received  by  the  department  from  S.  .J. 
H.  Snyder,  of  Morovia,  Kansas,  in 
which  the  opinion  is  expressetl  that 
the  plant  does  possess  the  quality  at 
tributed  to  it.      The  writer  says : 

Having  been  a  resident  of  Kansas  for 
sixteen  yenTh,  I  have  had  abundant  op- 
portunity to  become  fully  acfpiainted 
with  the  plant  and  its  habits,  and  I  am 
fully  persuaded  that  the  course  north 
or  south  is  so  infallibly  iutlicaied  by 
its  leaves,  that  I  woidtl  not  hesitate  to 
follow  their  direction  ftjr  hundre<ls  of 
miles.  The  leaves  of  the  plant  from 
which  the  accompanying  sketch  has 
been  made  were  taken  from  my  orchard 
which  has  been  tilled  for  years,  aud 
the  plants  cut  up  aud  turned  over  and 
under,  and  every  way;  yet  every  time 
they  come  up,  either  from  the  old  roots 
or  from  seetl,  they  invariably  turn  their 
leaves  in  the  .same  direction.  There 
*^raii  be  no  <piestion  of  this  fact  and  if 
in  a  group  of  the^e  plants,  Ihtc  and 
there  a  leaf  varies  a  little  from  the  true 
course,  the  ap]>earance  of  the  stem  and 
it8  relation  to  the  other  leaves  show 
tlie  reason  for  such  discrepancy.  The 
average  of  such  a  group  is  infallibl". 

The  stalk  of  the  plant  is  from  three 
to  five  feet  high ;  leaf  about  twelve 
inches  long,  and  flower  resembling  a 
miniature  sunflower.  Mr.  Snyder  "".y.^ 
it  is  sometime;^  culled  polar  weed,  gum- 
weed,  resin-weed,  i'c.  The  la.st  names 
are  given  to  it  because  of  the  resinous 
gum  which  exudes  Inim  its  stem  aud 
leaves,  especially  when  wouinh-d.  This 
gum  is  chewed,  and  the  i)lant,  as  well 
US  its  resinous  gum,  is  consiilered  high- 
ly medicinal. 

Raioing    Kruit  Trr«->   rroiii  lli<  Sf*a, 

Mr.  A.  ( .'zemy,  of  Au.'^tria,  states,  as 
the  restilt  of  hMig-cou tinned  olwervii- 
tion  and  exp«?riments,  that  tin;  strong- 
est and  best  fruit  trees  can  l>e  raised 
from  seed,  thus  obviating  a  great  deal 
deal  of  ex[>en.se  and  di.sappointment  to 
the  pomologist.  According  to  his  ob- 
servationB,  the  extent  ami  ramification 
of  the  roots  <*f  a  h»-althy  tree  is  to  that 
of  its  crown  in  the  rati<i  of  three  to  two 
so  that  tin;  action  of  the  roots  is  al- 
ways preponderating.  In  this  relation 
he  finds  the  reason  why  fruit  seeds 
from  trees,  bu.lde*!  or  grafted  iip<m  in- 
different 8tf><k3,have  always  been  found 
unreliable,  and  lie  endeavors,  ub  the 
first  step,  to  obtain  go<Kl  trees  grown 
umm  their  own  stock,  tlu  seeds 
of  which,  he  says,  will 

reprtxliice  their  parents  with 
certainty.  To  this  en<^l  lie  layers 
a  branch  of  a  good  tree,  which,  when 
well  ro<jt«-d,  .serves  him  as  a  stock,  into 
which  he  introduces  buds  or  scions  of 
6  ch  varieties  as   promise    to  improve

A  few  days  ago  some  laborers  engag- 
solid  rock,    which  has   stood  there   no  j  ed  in  removing  muck   from  a  ^wampy 


one  can  tell  how  many  centuries,  but 
which  must  soon  be  removed  t<»  make 
room  for  the  coming  i'ailroad.  At  a 
little  di.stance  the  iilol  resembles  a  huge 
bear,  reposing  on  its  haunches.

There  it  sits,  at 
the  base  of  the  bltiff,  mute  and  solemn, 
looking  out  with  expressionless  eyen 
over  the  bosom  of  the  mighty  river  that 
murmurs  at  its  feet,  never  mourning, 
never  speaking,  like  another  spliynx. 
Thegrountl  wlnreon  the  thrtme  of*  the 
idol  reposes  is  wanted  for  the  roadbed, 
and  the  silent,  expressionless  g<Ml,  whose 
brow  has  been  bathed  in  tho  morning 
suidight  of  so  many  centuries,  must 
fall.  But  a  short  distance  from  this  is 
a  smaller  idol,  which  had  evidently  been 
placed  on  the  side  of  the  bluff,  but  by 
some  c<inviilsion  of  nature  was  over- 
turned centuries  ago,  and  pitched  into 
the  river.  During  high  water  in  Was 
completely  covered,  but  at   the  present

Karl  Mnr\  the  liiteriiatioiiai    Leader. 

The  International  lea«h'r,  Karl  M;irx, 
whose  death  (K-curred  at  London  on 
Tuesday,  was  a  native  of  Germany, 
but  had  lived  in  rjou<loii  about  twtMity- 
two  years.  He  stuilied  law  in  Berlin. 
Sub.setpieutly,  in  1H12,  he  became  ed- 
itor of  a  paper  at  C<*logue,  which  was 
the  first  anti-governmeut  organ  estab- 
lished in  Prussia.  He  removed  to 
France  on  account  of  his  fear  of  jjerse- 
cutious  of  the  PriLssiau  (loveriiment, 
but,  on  retjuest  of  the  I'russiau  author- 
ities, he  was  forced  to  remove  to  Bel- 
gium by  the  French  King,  Louis 
I'hillippc.  The  breaking  out  of  the 
revolution  of  iHiH  eiiaV>led  him  to  re- 
turn to  j'rus.sia,  from  whicli  hn  was 
was  again  expelled.  He  Jigain  returned 
to  I'.iiis,  Imt  had  to  leave  that  city  a 
second  time.  He  then  selected  Loudon 
us  bin  residence.  Since  that  time  ( 1851) 
he  has  been  engaged  in  various  ways  as 
a  writt^r  upon  European  j>olitics,  and  a 
contributor  of  works  up<»n  science  and 
pt.litical  ectmomy.  Trades  unions 
formed  the  subject  of  hi.s  particular  at- 
tention up  to  im2,  when  the  first  idea 
of  forming  an  international  s<M-iety 
seems  to  have  been  conceived.  Froin 
the  establishment  of  the  association  in 
im'A  up  to  the  present  time  he  has  at- 
tended its  working  head.

The  teeth  measure 
from  root  to  crown  ten  inches,  and  one 
of  them  weighs  five  and  a  half  pounds.
